Spanish Batteries Silenced by 


Three American Warships, 


SOMERSWORTH READY 
I 


Dons Begin the Firing and Then Their 


' Batteries are Ruined. 


KEY WEST, FJLA , April 27, 1808 


Admiral Sampson this afternosn bom- 
barded, sileuced aid entirely destroyed 
the Spanish batteries iu pos<tioo and iu 
course of construction at the entrance of 
the harbor of Mataozaa. 
He did it with 


the fUgship New York, the mouitor Fun- 
tan and the cruiser Cincinnati. 
Not one 


of the American ships was struck, the 
Spaaish gunnery being wild. 


There is no means of knowing at this 


writing the number of dead and wounded 
on the Spanish sid», but it must be very 
conaiderxble. 
While tke New York, Pur- 


itan and Cincinnati were reconnoitring in 
force, for lh« porposi of lorating and de- 
stroying the formidable defences in posi- 
tion and being constructed at Matauzas, 
the flagship was fired on by batteries 
< D 


Point Rubal Cava and Poiot Maya, guard- 
ing the entrance to the but bar. 


Without a moment's hesitation the New 


York replied with her forward 8 inch gu i 
on the port side, and then steamed 
fear- 


lessly in between the two big batteries, 
and was BOOH blazing away with both 
broadsides. 


The Puritan immediately steamed in 


behind the New York, aud engaged 
the 


fortification on Point Maya, while tlie 
New York went to starboard, close up to 
land, and poured her shells into Knbal 
Cava. 
The Cincinnati, wLioh had re- 


mained well astern, under orders, now sig- 
nalled for permission to engage, which 
was given it, and was soon filing her guns 
into the fort on the west side of the bay. 


The batteries fired vulley after volley 


of explosive shells, but most of them fell 
far wide of the mark. One burst just be- 
yond the stern of the New York, and a 
shrapnel shot exploded above her. 


It took tlm three ships just IS minutes 


to silence the batteries 
The last sliot 


iked by the Spanish came from 
P- ii.t 


Rubal Cava. The Puritan replied with 
one of her 12-inch guns. Toe shell struck 
the battery with wonderful accuracy and 
blew up a great portion ot it. 


After waiting for the Spaniards to re.

withdrew, leaving both batteries in ruins

BFING MOUNTED 


Work i« pracreMinr Favorably at 


•'•rt Constitution 


A trip to Fort Constitution today found 


the men rusliiug work upon the 
fortifica- 


tion. The first move toward mounting 
one of the new 8-inch disappearing 
guns 


was begun today, when the carriage which 
is to be mounted on the large circular 
foundation, w&i mored from the wharf to 
the excavation. 
All that is necessary for 


the placing of this immease carriage U 
the dropping of the same on to this ce- 
ment base. This will probably be done 
tomorrow, although the equipment will 
not be ready for use for at least five or 
six weeks. A large crew of men are en- 
gaged in blocking up the gua preparatory 
to its being loaded onto a truck far trans- 
portation to its final location, some 1500 
feet away. 


The harbor bu not as yet been mined, 


a'tbough it is understood that orders had 
been recei\ed to have the mines ready for 
placing at once, and that a boat would be 
sent here with the utensils for doing 
the 


work. 


Where the operating room will be lo- 


cated is at present unknown, but the prob- 
abilities are that it will be near the fort, 
or within easy access to the harbor de- 
fenses. 


It 11 understood that there will be no 


change in the life-saving crew, which, ac- 
cording to tbe old custom, would be made 
next Sunday.
